Sanitary  CirQumstanceG  of  the  Area; 

V^ter : 

V/ater  is  purchased  in  hulk  from  the  Tynemouth  Gor]poration 
and  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Vi/ater  Company,  and  is 
distributed  by  the  Council^ s  network  of  mains.  Extensions  of 
the  distribution  mains  have  boon  made  during  the  year  to  afford 
supplies  to  proposed  now  houses  at  Shiromoor. 

There  has  been  no  recurrence  of  the  summer  shortage. 
Tynemouth  Corporation  is  now  taking  v/atcr  in  much  greater 
quantities  than  hitherto  fix^m  the  Newcastle  cc  Gateshead  Water 
Company,  thus  enabling  it  to  maintain  a  constant  supply  in  its 
own-area.  -- — 

The  water  is  controlled  by  bacteriological  and  chemical 
oxamination  by  the  Tynem^outh  Corporation,  and  the  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  V/ater  Company.  The  supply  as  received  and  distributed 
is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.

5.  A  special  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Seaton  Burn 
was  presented  to  the  Council  in  January,  1950,  from  which 
is  drawn  the  follov/ing  information. 

The  effluent  from  the  coal  washers  at  Lamb  Pit,  East 
Cramlington,  Soghill  Colliery,  and  Fenv/ick  Pit,  East  Holyv/ell, 
flows  into  this  stream. 

Lamb  Pit  jk2.ikes  use  of  settlement  tanks,  screens,  filters 
and  settling  lagoons.  Fenv/iok  Pit  relies  on  a  fine  filter 
screen.  Seghill  Colliery  has  a  coua^se  settlement  taiiic. 

The  latter  causes  the  greatest  pollution  but  is  the  most 
handicapped  in  providing  better  facilities  through  lack  of 
space. 

In  view  of  the  considerable  G:rpenditure  in  which  the 
National  Coal  Board  X'/ould  bo  involved,  it  was  decided  that 
the  time  was  not  yet  opportune  to  effect  a  major  improvement. 

The  Brier  Dene  stream  continues  to  be  satisfactory,  but 
is  of  an  acid  nature.
